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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-24 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
As for claim 1 , the applicant's arguments are persuasive, the prior art fails to 
teach or disclose the claimed polyhedral optical deflector with first and second surfaces 
on opposite sides of a normal line orthogonal to the light incident surface, being more 
distant from each other as distance from the light incident surface increases, wherein 
the optical deflector is disposed on top of at least one of the light emitting surface and a 
surface opposite to the light emitting surface. 

As for claim 10, the applicant's arguments are persuasive, the prior art fails to 
teach or disclose the claimed optical deflector being protruded from at least one of a 
light emitting surface and a surface opposite to the light emitting surface, a cross- 
section of the optical deflector in parallel to the light emitting surface being in the shape 
of a triangle whose bottom side is a surface opposite to the light incident surface, the 
triangular cross-section being extended in a direction perpendicular to the light emitting 
surface. 

The reasons for allowance for claims 15-19 were indicated in the Office action of 
4/13/2006.
